WASHINGTON, D. O., January 15.—One of the 
the best reforms which has been proposed in 
Congress this year has been submitted by Mr. 

He will ask Congress 
later in the session to pass a resolution pro- 
viding that the eulogies upon deceased mem- 
bers shall be delivered on Sundays. If this 
point is carried much valuable time will be 
saved. If the Sundays during the session 
were set aside for the memorial services over 
members the evil of the present system would 
be corrected. Now when the death of a Sen- 
ator or member is formally announced an ad- 
journment is always taken out of respect for 
the deceased. That is one day lost in 
the branch where the announcement is made. 
Then another day is lost when the memorial 
services are ordered. Sometimes these memo- 
rial days come toward the close of the 
session when the time cannot well be spared. 
The special] memorial service of the winter

‘his Soldiers’ Home was founded by Gen. 
Scott after the Mexican war. It is the only 
home for the regular soldiers in the country. 
It is directly under the management of the 
armyand generally is officered by men from 
the ret list. The other Soldiers’ Homes 
throughout the country are for volunteer 
soldiers of the late war. The Home at Wash- 
ington is not much more than a gigantic alms 
house. The men cannot have their families with 
them and live constanly under restriction and 
supervision. If they could have the three- 
quarters of their former small pay in the place 
of this home they could live among their own 
— and probably be much better off. The 

ome at Washington is maintained by fines 
and certain deductions taken from the regular 
soldiers pay. Yet they have nothing to do 
with the control or management of these 
funds. All of the luxuries and privileges of 
the home bought and paid for with the private 
soldiers’ money go to the officers.

Itis thought 
that the feed pipes were clogged with ice and 
the boilers becoming dry exploded. The boat 
was owned by Captain Evans and was valued 
at $4,000.

EXECUTIVE SECRECY. 

The tenure-of-office law, as amended 
within a month after Gen. GRANT became 
President, contains these provisions: 

During any recess of the Senate the Presi- 
dent @anthorized in his discretion to suspend 
any civil officer appointed by and with the con- 
sent ofthe Senate. * * until the end of 
the next-session of the Senate, and to desig- 
natesome suitable person subject to be re- 
moved in his discretion by the designation of 
another to perform the duties of such officer 
in the meantime. . 

By this enactment the Senate certainly 
committed the power of suspension to the 
President’s discretion, and has reached 
the limit of the tether with which it has 
bound itself when he answers that hisrea- 
son for suspending any public officer is 
“the good of the public service.” But, 
under cover of a similarly vague 
statement of its reasons, the Sen- 
ate can refuse to confirm any of his 
appointments, and the contest might 
take the shape of wholesale removals on 
the one hand to make room {for 
Democrats for the good of the service,“ 
and a refusal on the other hand to 
confirm any but Republicans for “the 
good of the service.“ If we are to have 
any improvement over the old spoils sys- 
tem, it is better that both sides should be 
a little more frank and specific about these 
matters. A good reason for the suspension 
of an office-holder before his term of of- 
fice legally expires, is susceptible of more 
specific statement than the phrase ‘‘for 
the good of the service, and so is a good 
reason for the rejection of a nomination. 
It seems to us that when the President has 
good reasons for giving the grand bounce, 
or when the Senate has good reasons for 
refusing to confirm a nominee, the public 
interest, and, perhaps, justice to all con- 
cerned, will be promoted by a frank pub- 
lication of those reasons. Publicity would 
be some restraint upon both sides, a safe- 
guard against unjust suspensions on false 
charges and against rejections for purely 
partisan reasons. It would also tend to 
make Senators more careful about recom 
mending or confirming unfit and disreput- 
able persons. 


THE sudden death of Miss BAYARD is ren- 
dered all the more saddening from the 
thought that it was preventible, and that 
the young lady fell a victim to imprudence 
and to the folly.of society. She had long 
suffered from an impaired action 
of her heart, yet she faced the draughts 
and sudden changes of temperature 
at the door in receiving the guests as 
they entered her father’s house, until 
fairly driven from her dangerous po- 
sition by the cold. It is safe to 
say that during the whole winter season 
hundreds and thousands of young ladies 
who stand at the head of society are un- 
dermining their strength and endanger- 
ing their lives by just such exposures and 
imprudences, against which no warnings 
are of any avail.

THE FIGHT ON LOVE. 
— — — 
How Vest Serves the Cause of Democracy 
in Washington. 

Special Dispatch to the Globe-Democrat. 

Wasnmorox, D. C., January 17.—Glover 
must be destroyed. That seems to be about 
the size of the fight going on. The material 
against Glover is one only phase of the war. It 
is not generally known that there was a lively 
row over the Missouri appointment to the 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors. This is 
the committee which handles the Mississippi 
River improvement, and is much sought 
after by Mississippi Valley members. Glover 
was early in the field as a candidate for Mis- 
souri’s place on the committes. The Demo- 
cratic members of the delegation acquiesced 
in this arrangement, and Mr. Glover had no 
rivals for the appoimtment until Mr. Vest took 
up the cause of Major Warner of the Kansas 
City district. The Sénator acted of his own 
motion, and he went to Mr. Carlisle and sug- 
gested Major Warner. Mr. Morrison, however, 
had already presented Mr. Glover’s name,and 
bad represented that the choice would be 
acceptable to the Missouri delegation. The 
Speaker declined to appoint a Republican 
member from Missouri to the com- 
mittee. It is said by Glover’s friends 
mat the Senator did not stop 
there, but that he suggested to Mr. 
Carlisle that Mr. Heard would be an excellent 
man for the Committee. As the story is told, 
the Senator suggested to Mr. Heard that he 
enter the field as a candidate, but the Sedalia 
member refused point-blank, on the ground 
that it would be discourtesy to a colleague. 
For about a week it was a question whether 
Vest or Glover would win, but Missouri’s 
championship turned the scale with the 
Speaker. The committee skirmish is hardly 
over until there comes the news that Vest, in 
retaliation for Glover’s fight on Lancaster, is 
going to show up the WNiath District 
member's personal character. Lan- 
caster has forwarded considerable matter 
bearing on Glover, but just what use of it will 
be made does not yet appear. The spectacie 
of a Missouri Senator showing up a Missouri 
Representative of his own party asa very bad 
man will be entertaining to Republicans wher- 
ever it takes place, on the floor of the Senate, 
before a committee or in the seclusion of a 
cloak - room. 

Mr. Glover, who is confined at home by ill- 
ness, was seen to-day with reference to the 
part the Missouri Republican is taking in the 
destroying process. He objected strongly to 
the assertion that he was doing any anony- 
mous work in his part of the fighting. 

THE FIGHT AN OPEN ONE. 

The statement made in the Republican, 
he said, that I had sent copies of an inter- 
view of mine in the Post-DISPATCH to Repub- 
lican Senators is not true. I object more than, 
to the falsehood iteelf to the imputation that I 
had sent these papers anonymously. I am 
neither afraid nor ashamed to take the re- 
sponsibility of anything that I do, and my 
course in regard to these appointments has 
deen from the béginning studiously open to 
the public view, in order that my constituents 
might know and judge both of the act and the 
motive. My relations with Mr. Hyde are well 
known, but I would burn off my right arm 
before I would send an anonymous let- 
ter concerning him. As the  accusa- 
tions against him have not in- 
volved his personal intégrity, he is free 
as far as Iam concerned, to be confirmed and 
to make a good Postmaster ifhecan. I shall. 
not attempt to hamper him in the least; if he 
meets the public sense and the party fairly.’’ 

In regard to Lancaster, continued Mr. 
Glover, ‘‘ my opinion’ is unchanged, and I 
have not hesitated to express it before or 
after his nomination. Atleast one Republi- 
can Senator has had that opinion in good set 
English, and that no more have had itis due 
simply to the fact that they have not asked 
forit. But the statement that I presented 
Mr. Goode’s protest toany Republican Sena- 
tor, or to anybody else, isfalse. I have never 
seen but one, aside from Mr. Vest, of the fif- 
teen members of the Senate Committee on Fi- 
nance to know them, and I have not commun 
icated with any ofthem otherwise than here 
stated. I wish it to be distinctly understood, 
however, that I am not held back by any sense 
of party fidelity, and I recognize no party 
claim which can be invoked where the ques- 
tion is one of honesty or dishonesty. I should 
be just a little more willing to defeat the'con- 
firmation of a Democratic rogue than I would 
a Republican, because my party would not be 
responsibie for the latter. I hold it simple 
honesty to put the claims of the public service 
above those of party in such a case, and, un- 
less Mr. Cleveland's professions about ‘public 
office’ serving a ‘public trust, and all that, 
areas deceptive as false lights put out by 
pirates on a rocky shore, he feels just as I do 
on this subject. In regard to Lancaster, I 
simply feel no sense of further responsi- 
bility. I did my best to prevent an appoint- 
ment which, as I believed, tended directly to 
stagger the reform pretensions of the Ad- 
ministration and break its hoid upon the con- 
fidence of the country. The wide-spread at- 
tention the appointment has received has 
amply justified this apprehension, but now 
that the appointment has been made, I think 
my responsibility ceasés. I am only a Repre- 
entative. We have two Senators from our 
State, Doubtless they have both preserved 
the judicial impartiality with which the Con- 
stitution and their oath of office require them 
to consider the character and fitness of Mr. 
Lancaster for this position. Unsoiled them- 
selves by lobbying for candidates or by the 
stains of office brokerage, the people have a 
right to, and doubtless will, find the Senators 
ready to turn an impartial ear to the com- 
plaints of the people and to assist them in pre- 
venting an improper confirmation. 


No Danger. 
From the New York WoRLD. 

The truths with regard to the silver question 
are the same to-day that they were last week, 
and they will be the same next week. The 
advisability of suspending the coinage re- 
mains unchanged, but we are not going to 
immediate economic smash because Congress 
declines to see it. This is a large country, 
with a rapidly growing population and busi- 
ness, and it can stand several additions to the 
silver circulation without causing a collapse 
to the standard. The alarmists are respect- 
fully requested to withdraw from the scene, 
at least until the next general political cam- 
paign. They will do more harm than good as 
matters now stand. It is not a very good 
policy to precipitate what it is desirable to 
avoid when there is a probable remedy in the 
lessening distance. 


What Has He Done? 
From the State Journal. 

We are continually reminded by the Cockrell 
papers that he has been a zealous and untir- 
ing advocate of every measure intended to ad- 
vance Missouri’s interest, a pain , con- 
scientious Senator. But they don’t give us 
a bill of particulars. When did he ever make 
a speech in the Senate advocating any meas- 
ure in the interest of his State?

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The Depression of Prices in Great Britain, 
From the Economist. 

A A comparison of the prices of commodities 
now and at the beginning of the year shows 
that in most instances a lower level has been 
reached. Of thirty-five leading articies, 
twenty-four are cheaper than they were twelve 
months ago, and only eight have advanced in 
price. In the articles classed under the head, 
minerals, the fall, as compared with the close 
of 1884, is almost unbroken, the only eee - 
tions being steel rails, which the combinstion 
‘of makers have kept at the same price, and 

lead, which is 17s 6d per ton higher. Among 

the raw materials for our textile manufactures 
silk and flax have reached higher prices, but 
cotton has fallen to a phenomenally low point, 
and wool, hemp and jute are cheaper, Most 

food products also stand at lower quotations, 

the exceptions being American wheat, pota- 

toes and rice. And @ like downward move 

ment is exhibited by miscellaneous articles, 

where sugar is the only article in which any 
improvement is recorded. Thus to manu- 

facturers and wholesale traders 1885 bas proved 
another year of hope deferred. It has brought 
them no relief from the previous long-con- 

tinued and persistent fall in prices, but, on the 
contrary, has accentuated the decline, and 
trenched still further upon the previously nar- 

row margin of manufacturing profits. 


Pension Raids on the Treasury.

Although the Government is now paying the 
enormous sum of $54,000,000 annually in pen- 
sions there is a lusty cry for ‘‘more,’’ and the 
new Congress has before it a flood of bills 
looking to increased expenditures in this di- 
rection. Bills are now pending for the equali- 
zation of bounties of soldiers of all grades who 
servedin the late war;to increase the pen- 
sions of all soldiers who were permanently 
disabled; to pension the widows and children 
of the soldiers of the Mexican war as well as 
the survivors themselves; to pension all sur- 
viving soldiers of the Blackhawk and Florida 
Indian wars, to pension all nurses who 
served in hospitals during the war, and all 
prisoners confined in rebel prisons ; to pension 
all honorably-discharged persons of the army 
or navy, whether disabled or not; and lastly, a 
pili to give a pension to every man who ever 
servedin the army or navy of the United 
States in time of war or in the army in time of 
peace! Millions and tens of millions are 
called for by the pension bills now pending, 
and yet hardly a Congressman has the courage 
to oppose these ruinous expenditures.

Setting and Correcting „ 
By Telegraph to the Pœr-Disra ron. 
NEw York, January 18.—A novel machine, 
which is intended not only to set type auto- 


matically, but to correct all errors before the 
type is set, has been invented by a stenog-

cumstances the holes get into such a position 
that one of the pointers passes through the 
se and knocks à type out of its reservoir.

When the 
tape passes on the pls and poimters return 
until another row of holes in the ta Fo) 
reached, and then the action is repeated. As 
the matter to be set is corrected and spaced in 
the tape, the type as set need only to be 
lifted into the column or page: The 
speed of the machine is limited only 
by the rate at which the type can drop into 
piace. Oerrection can be made in a tapè by a 
skilled 1 more rapidly than eg could 
be made in type by a compositor, and the op- 
eration of punching the tape can, of course, 
be done more rapidly than type can be set. 
Mr. J. E. Munson, the inventor of the machine, 
has also devised an attachment through which 
the tape can be — and by an electric current 
ean reproduce itself at the other end of the 
wire. In this way a newspaper could be pro- 
duced simultaneously in any number of towns.

NANTICOKE’S HIGH HOPES. 


Belief That Some of the Entombed Miners 
Are Alive—A Miner’s Discovery. 

New YORK, January 18.—A Wilkes-Barre 
(Pa.,) special saysthe people of Nanticoke 
were greatly agitated late last evening by the 
report that one of the rescuing party, work- 
ing in the mine where the men are imprisoned, 


had seen a light ahead of him. Soon a great 
crowd coliected around the air shaft, and the 
scenes of four weeks ago, when the terrible

to find the man who had seen the light. It 
was ascertained that it was John Hollister. 
John Davis was also positive that hesaw a 
light in one of the chambers ahead of him. He 
was very much agitated. He said that he was 
digging through the sand near the fourth 
counter door when heespied the light about 
forty yards away. It was elevated to the high- 
est pitch, which would confirm the theory 
formed at first that the men were in a chamber 
high up, out of danger’s way. Davis thinks 
the light reflected was that from a miner's 
lamp. It was visible for about three minutes 
and from this fact the concjusion was reache 
that the men who carried it had been down in 
the gangway, where they had gone, probably, 
for some water, or, perhaps, meat from the 
body of a mule, and, after they had been sup- 
lied, returned to their chamber, where they 
ve been

and nights. Davis says he is willing to stake 
his house and lot that the men, or at least 
some of them, arealive. He says the air is 
good, and with plenty of water and mule flesh, 
even if they were in bad condition, the men 
could live comfortably. Davis and another 
rescuer meg 7 loud and long, but heard no 
response, It is tho t that the men were too 
weak to respond. At first Davis’ story was 
not believed, but he was so emphatic about it

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THE SILVER QUESTION. 


| A Great Movement to Restore Silver by the 


Landed Interests of Germany. 

New Tonk, January 185.—Mr. Wm. Henry 
Hurlburt writes from London to the editor of 
the New York Sun, saying: I have already 
cabled to you a summary of the petitions now 
pouring in upon the German Reichstag against 
any further persistence in the great blunder of 


silver was attempted to be demonetized in the 
Empire, a dblundér to which must be attributed 
mainly the perturbations and distress of the 
industry ot the world since 1873. At the now 
current session of the Reichstag, the agricul- 


tural classes of Germany are making them- 
selves heard in earnest. The German landed 
interest, landlords, farmers and peasants, are 
organized throughout the Empire into uae. 
and these make themselves heard through a 
body called the General Committee of the 
Congress of German Farmers .gThis committee 
nded before the 10th of December to the 
Imperial Chancellor and Reichstag, 166 peti- 
tions from farmers’ unions and forty-two peti- 
tions from peasant unions with an address of 
which I now send you the text: 
‘The Congress of German Farmers has re- 
eatedly recommended at its general meetings 
with regurd to the monetary question, and has 
urgedinthe interest of German agrivulture, 
the adoption by tre of i 
ternational double 
course of the past year the 
condition of German agriculture has, 
unhappily, become so much worse that the 
committee believes it is necessary to urge your 
illustrious body in this most emphatic matter 
to afford the swiftest and most decided asegist- 
ance possible to the sorely tried agricultural 
interest of Germany. As we consider thata 
restoration of its value to silver by means of 
international bimetalism is the surest and 
most thorough and possible, the committee 
has advised the farmers and the peasant 
unions of Germany to unite in general 
etition against the single gold standard. The 
Committes of the Congress of the German 
Farmers has the honor to lay before your illus- 
trious body herewith a first installment of 
such petitions received up to this time by the 
Bureau of the Congress, and to ask your at- 
tention tothem. The distress of the German 
farmers is known to the Imperial Government, 
and we thankfully acknowledge the help which 
has been promised us. Unhappily, the meas- 
ures adopted so far, and particularly the in- 
crease of the corn duties, cannot afford the 
necessary aid. On the contrary, the condi- 
tion of the landed interests 
HAS BECOME 80 DEPLORABLE, 
that unless help is shortly offered, a general 
catastrophe is inevitable. he greater the 
necessity the more difficult becomes the 
alleviation. The fear now is widespread that 
special legislation is imperative to rescue the 
landed interest of Germany from destruction. 
In these circumstances we expect help and 
support from your illustrious body, and all be- 
lieve it can be given in no such practical and ef- 
fectuai — by an effort on the part ↄt your 
illustrious body to bring about international 
bimetaliism, and we must here protest against 
the imputation that has been cast upon the 
German land interest of wishing by means of 
bimetallism to deal unfairly with creditors. 
We are protecting ourselves against dear 
money. e demand for silver only a restitu- 
tion to its old historic relations, and we see in 
this no injustice to creditors; certainly no in- 
222 than the injustice to gone debt - 
the demonetization of silver. Therise of 


es to whether the adoption of bi- met - 
lism, withthe support of England, may or 
may not be disadvantageous to some branches 
of the wholesale and export trade of Ger- 
many. What we do say is that the existence 
of the industry and the land interest of Ger- 
many is of greater importance than some 
hypothetical disadvantage to our foreign com- 
mercé and to our banking and exchange 
classes. 

Even as regards these, it does not seem to us 
charitable to wait much upon the action of 
England. Our actual necessities offered much 
stronger reason for a speedy understanding 
between the German Empire and such other 
States as have long been ready to 
adopt this course and to effect general 
bimetallism. May your illustrious body 
hear this ery of distress of the Ger- 
man farmers and give effect to our petition.’ 
This means business. Négotiations Appear to 
be now going on between the representatives 
of the agricuitural interests as such, and the 
powerful party led by Herr Windthorst which 
are likely to make this silver movement in 
Germany as important, relatively, ere long, as 
the silver movement in our Own country.’

There is a masculine swing to her gait, almost 
a swagger, indicative of unfettered and 
untramineled limbs, a quaint and musi- 
cal dialect, bordering on, rather than 
actually being, uncouth, a way of looking one 
ere inthe eye, and a bluntness of speech 
which is outre an — doldness, although 
of the honest, unskilled natural kind rather 
than of the knowing kind. This is the person- 
ality with which Rose Ooghian invests Joan 
Trevenna. Itisinteresting, distinct, vigorously 
drawn, so much 60 as to startie 
one at times and to suggest 
questions of propriety which, under the gir- 
cumstances, cannot be answered. The mascu- 
linity and strength of the character forbids the 
sympathy which one feels for the weak- 
entieness Of woman at first and is 
justa littie bit repelling. One could admire 
such a woman, worship her fine qualities, her 
honesty and genuineness, but hardly feel 
drawn to her by emotions which gentler na- 
tures would evoke. 
This is the girl as nature and her associations 
made her and u splendid, robust, distinctive 
type of womanhood the artist presents.

The former is insincere, blase and 
unprincipled, and admires and flatters the 
simple-minded — with sinister motives and 
purpose; the other loves her honorably ane 
wants make her his wife. In bot 
cases, Joan treats her admirers in an uncon- 
ventional way which fits the character, but 
which has the appearance of boidness. She

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


A WIFE SUED FOR DIVORCE CAN DEFEND 
AT HER HUSBAND’S EXPENSE. 


Decisions in the Coulter and Noland Cases 
To-Day—A Creditor’s Attachment Dissolved 
—Opinions Handed Down in the Probate 
Court—Matters in Litigation. 


Judge Thayer dayin the case of Coulter 
vs. Coulter gustained the motion of 
Mrs. Coulter for allowance for. counsel fees. 
The law is that the wife, when sued fora 
divorce and without means, is entitled to have 
an allowance out of her husband's estate to en- 
able her to make a defense of the action. This 
is so even when a decree is obtained against 
her. The Court, therefore grants Mrs. Coulter 
$150 for cousel fees and the husband will be re- 
quired to pay the costs of atranscript, pro- 
viding an appeal is taken. 

Judge Thayer to-day, in the case of Noland 
vs. Noland, modified the order for an allow- 
ance to Mrs. Noland. It has been the inva- 
riable rule inthis circuit to grant the wife a 
reasonable allowance as against the husband 
to make her defense unless she is shown to 
have a separate estate. A husband is as 
much bound to furnish the wife means 
to make her defense to an action 


of this kind as he is to pay his own counsel 
fees. The order in this case will be modified 
so that only $50 will be paid at once; $50 before 
the case is reached for trial and $50 after the 
decree is entered, reserving to the court the 
power to discharge the last payment by the 
terms of the final decree. 


An Assignment Sustained. 

Judge Lubke to-day overruled a motion for 
new trial in the case of Sol Adler and Jacob 
Frank against Christopher Lang. This wasa 
creditor's attachment case. The issues 
on the plea in abatement were sub- 


mitted to the Court and there was 
judgment for the defendant and the 
attachment was dissolved. There was 
some evidence in the case that the purchases 
were made for cash but it was the custom to 
ive some dealers credit untilthe lst of the 
Ollowing month. There was no evidence to 
warrant a ry that the debtor in making an 
assignment for the equal benefit of creditors, 
had an actual intent to hinder, de- 
fraud, or delay his creditors. He 
was at the time laboring wuder such 
mental anxiety that he did not fairly under- 
stand what was being done for him. The as- 
signment was made because the debtor was 
advised that it would work an equal distri- 
bution of the assets, putting the debtors in 
such favor with his creditors that they might 
help him afterwards. 


The Exposition Brickwork. 

Judge Thayer rendered a decision to-day 
confirming the report of the referee in the 
brick-contract case of Conrad Ittner against 
the St. Louis Exposition and Music Hall Asso- 


ciation. The Court thinks there was ample 
testimony to support the finding 
and, the rule is undeniable 
that the verdict of a referee on an issue of fact 
stands as the verdict of a jury, it follows that 
the Court overrules the exceptions as to the 
action on the counter-claim, unless it could 
be shown that the Court had no power in the 
first instance to refer the issues on that branch 
of the case. Thecase could not have been 
tried before a jury with any approach to judi- 
cial accuracy. 


A Point in Libel Suits. 
Judge Thayer to-day rendered a decision 
sustaining the demurrer to the petition in the 
case of Henry Gross against John T. Alden 


and others. When it is patent to the Court 
that the libel or slander complained of might 
be understood as referring to 0 
piaintiff, a simple allegation that it 
Was ublished of and concerning the 
— is sufficient. But when the libel on 
ts face refers to no particular person, a gen- 
eral allegation that it was se spoken of and 
concerning theeplaintiff is not sufficient. It 
matters not whom the defendants had in mind 
when they published the libel. Thecomplaint 
should show that third parties wunder- 
stood the reference, and this is to be 
accomplished by a proper allegation of extrin- 
sic facts when the defamatory statement is so 
vague and general that it fails to give point to 
the utterance. Novague and general state- 
ment or publication of the kind disclosed in 
this petition is libellous in itself, unless ex- 
trinsic facts exist to make it libellous and such 
facts must be pleaded. 


Matters in Probate. 

Judge Woerner in the Probate Court to-day 
overruled the motion to discharge the admin- 
istrator of the estate of Albert Hewitt. 

The Probate Court to-day disapproved the 
report of the Commissioners setting out the 
homestead in the estate of Frederick Duecker.
